Wm. Covington, charged with as­ 
sault with intent to murder Harry 
Beard in the Cash Grocery store, on 
the afternoon of 
December 19, was 
convicted and given a two years sen­ 
tence in state prison in the district 
court Sunday morning, after the jury 
had been out eighteen hours. 
An 
appeal will be made in behalf of Mr. 
Covington by his 
attorneys, Ford 
and Ratliff. 
M r. Covington was tak­ 
en to jail by Sheriff Mann immediate­ 
ly following the announcement of the 
ju ry ’s verdict, which was given in 
at about 9:30 o'clock Sunday morning. 
There was much conflicting testi­ 
m on y in this case, a number of wit­ 
nesses swearing that Mr. Covington 
and Mr. Beard were in a heated a r­ 
gument in the rear of the store, and 
that when Mr. Beard started toward 
the front door of the store, Mr. Cov­ 
ington whipped out his pistol and fir­ 
ed, the ball going into the floor about 
ten feet in front of Mr. Covington 
and probably twenty feet in the rear 
of Mr. Beard. 
Two men, who were 
standing near Mr. Covington when he 
pulled his pistol, grabbed the weapon 
and forced it down. 
After this shot 
was Ared, Mr. 
Beard, stated these 
witnesses, turned to the left hurriedly 
and sought safety behind a counter. 
As he turned south of the cash regis­ 
ter another shot was fired, the bullet 
going through the top of the machine 
and imbedding itself in the top of the 
fron td oor. 
Three men were trying 
to wrest the pistol from the band of 
Mr. Covington when the second shot 
fired. 
It was the opinion of Witness­ 
es Holley, Sam and Gorden Renshaw 
and Paul Payne, eye-witnesses of the 
shooting, that Covington and Beard 
had been disputing in the rear of the 
store, and that Covington was shoot­ 
ing at Beard. 
The testimony of these 
gentleman stood the severe attacks of 
the defendant’s 
shrewd questioner,

An Old Servian Legend of a Prophecy 
and (ta Fulfillment. 
IT Hep, in 
Servia, is dear to the 
hearts of all 
Servian peasants, for 
around it cluster countless stories of 
one of the nation’s most popular leg­ 
endary supermen—Marko Kralievitch. 
otherwise King's Son Marko. 
The ruins of the castle of King s Son 
Marko overlook the town, aud lf the 
visitor proves to be a sympathetic au­ 
ditor the guide will no doubt point out 
to him in the slabs o f rock which 
strew Hie approach to the stronghold 
the indelible hoof prints of the master’s 
favorite steed. Sharatz. 
And if you 
should happen t<> be in PrlJep on the 
anniversary of 
Marko’s festival, or 
"slava,'” you eau prove to your own 
satisfaction whether there is any truth 
iii the widely credited peasant legend 
that at midnight the doors of the castle 
chapel burst open and the hero, fully 
inned, rides in on ids piebald charger, 
although the .Marko of tin* flesh flus 
been dead for ">00 years. 
Iii an old Servian ballad called ‘‘Mar­ 
ko’s Judgment” there is recited this 
prophecy: Krai (King) Vukashine, Mar­ 
ko’s father, whose chief fortified city 
was Prilep, speaks first: “Son Marko, 
may God slay thee! Thou shalt have 
nettlier monument nor posterity, aud 
ere thy spirit leaves thy body the 
Turkish 
sultan 
thou 
shalt 
serve.” 
Then speaks the czar, Stephen Dushan: 
“Friend Marko, may God help thee! 
Bright l*e thy face in the senate, sharp 
thy sword iii battu*. 
Never shall hero 
surpass thee. 
And thy name shall be 
remembered so long as sun and moon 
endure." 
And here, according to peasant folk­ 
lore, is how that prophecy was fulfill­ 
ed : Upon the death of Vukashine. La­ 
zar Hrebliauoviteh, Count of Sirmium, 
was elected czar. 
Bitterly disappoint­ 
ed at tin* failure of Ids own candidacy, 
Marko threatened the life of Lazar and 
was forthwith deprived of his fief. Pen­ 
niless and disheartened, Marko turned 
to Hie court of the hated sultan and 
enlisted iii his army to tight the Mos­ 
lems of Asia Minor. 
(It should be re- 
membered that it was no disgrace for a 
Servian to fight with tin* Turks pro­ 
vided tile opposing forces were other 
Turks, for a Turk less, iii whatever 
f cause slain, was a blessing in the eyes 
of the Servians. ) 
In (rfurn, however, Marko’s command 
was brought west to wage war against 
the orthodox prince of tin* Houma us. 
Loyal to his Mohammedan sovereign, 
when h»* came upon the field of battle, 
Marko’s heart failed him when lie saw 
the men of his own faith drawn up 
against him, and, facing the dilemma 
of choosing between proving traitor to 
lits chief or lifting Ids sword against 
those of his own faith, he cried out, 
‘‘Oh, God, do thou lids day destroy all 
those who fight against Christendom 
and foremost Marko!'* 
Saying which, 
he threw his body on the Christian, 
.'.pears aud died without striking a 
blow.— National 
Geographic

SOURCE OF VEGETABLE SEEDS 


Many Kind® Cannot Ba Grown In Thl* 
Country. 
For years enormous quantities of cer­ 
tain kinds of vegetable seeds have been 
produced 
iii 
this country, 
different 
kinds in different sections, and have 
given as good crops as any that could 
be imported. 
A writer In Farm aud 
Home points out, however, that other 
kinds have seldom proved of good qual 
ity when grown here. That is especial 
ly true of celery seed. 
Considerable 
celery seed is grown In California, but 
it cannot be compared with that which 
comes from France. 
Much carrot, radish and beet seed 
comes from France. 
These seeds arr 
prod ii <od in California, too, but it is a 
curious fart that the remarkable vital 
Ity shown by California seeds Is con­ 
sidered by many growers to l>e a dD 
advantage, especially In the ease of 
root crops, for the tops grow’ with 
great luxuriance at the expense of the 
root-.. 
A considerable amount of car­ 
rot seed is grown in eastern Massa­ 
chusetts, mostly In the towns of Dan­ 
vers anil .Middleton. This seed sells for 
$3 a pound aud gives excellent crops. 
Nearly all of the cauliflower seed 
used in this country comes front Den­ 
mark, aud the besi is expensive, cost­ 
ing up to $20 a pound. 
'I’he best is 
none too good, however, and many fail­ 
ure* in growing cauliflower are due 
solely to the fact that cheap seed is 
used, 
lf may not be worth while try­ 
ing to grow cauliflower seed in this 
country, but farmers aud market gar­ 
deners often find it to their advantage 
to save their own carrot, beet, onion, 
corn, pea. bean, cucumber und melon 
seed. 
In flu* middle west aud in Michi­ 
gan it is a very common practice for 
seed dealers to contract with fanners 
for tho growing of seed crops. 
Over 
3,000 acres are devoted to the growing 
of vegetable seeds for one company in 
Michigan, ii thousand acres being given 
over to encumbers alone. 
Fine Phila 
delphla Concern is said to have ar 
ranged to buy the products of 20,000 
acres in a single: season. 
Although 
Michigan i- famous for its cucumbers, 
a considerable number an* raised in 
Massachusetts 
Large quantities of 
sweet corn a fid squash seeds art* pro 
dun d in New England.

I rohibits any one in dry territorv 
to have in his 
possession liquor 
shipped in by a common or other c a r­ 
rier. 
Prohibits anyone from using liquor 
in any place except his own home.
